ROADS-PARKING... 
BACK TO NORMAL SOON 


A massive grounds improvement program now underway at Loyola has caused 
invonvenience for some members of faculty, staff and students. Mr. W. 
Condie, Superintendant of the Physical Services department,.says access 
roads and parking facilities should be back to normal in approximately 
two weeks. 


IMPROVEMENTS BEING MADE 


- The air conditioning of the Vanier Library 

- Enlargement and re-paving of the Bryan Bldg. parking lot 

- Re-paving of the two major roads on campus 

- Paving of the old tennis court for additional parking 

- Paving of the driveways and the rear of the Belmore Bldg., the 
rear of the Centennial Bldg. and the rear of the Hackett and 
Cloran Bldgs. 

- The extension of plumbing and electrical conduits to eliminate 
further road disruption should new buildings be built 

- Improvement of the drainage system around the High School Bldg. 


PARKING AREAS 


With the exception of the Bryan parking lot to be closed for a few days 

for re-paving, parking areas will remain open during the improvement period, 
The South Campus parking lot west of the Athletic Complex has recently 

been paved and now holds 140 vehicles. It can be used as an alternate lot 
until the access roads and the parking lots on campus are back in service, 


ACCESS 


As work progresses access to the main campus parking lots will be hindered 
or blocked completely. 
BRYAN PARKING LOT - Access by West Broadway or by the road between 
the Drummond Science Bldg., and the Administration Bldg. from 
Sherbrooke St. (No left turns allowed for eastbound traffic). 
PHYSICAL SERVICES PARKING LOT - Access via Terrebonne Avenue or by 
the Vanier Library entrance on Sherbrooke St. (No left turns allow- 
ed for eastbound traffic). 
SOUTH CAMPUS PARKING LOT - This lot is open permanently and can be 
reached by De Maisonneuve Blvd., and West Broadway or by Elmhurst 
Ave and Coffee St. 


Although other construction and improvements will continue into August, the 
inconveniences in access and parking should terminate by the third week in 
July. 
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
